March 4, 2015, will be the Sesquicentennial Anniversary of the 1865 
Inauguration. On that date 150 years ago, President Abraham Lincoln 


gave his second Inaugural Address and Andrew Johnson—favorite 
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son of Greeneville, Tennessee—became the new Vice 
President. The Post Office is issuing a special pictorial 
postmark to mark the 150th Anniversary. Two inches by 
four inches, the postmark features images of Lincoln and 
Johnson, and reads: “National Union Party Station - 
Inauguration Day 1865, President Abraham Lincoln, Vice 
President Andrew Johnson - 150 Years, March 4, 2015, 
Greeneville, TN 37743, hometown of the Vice President - 
‘With malice toward none, with charity for all, with firmness 
in the right.... ”

Stamp Subject of the Month

Soon will be the centennial of an event 
that was part of World War I and similar to 
the Titanic. 

Back in 2012 the centennial of the loss 
of White Star Line’s RMS Titanic due to its 
collision with an ice berg during the night of 
April 12, 1912 was treated as a philatelic 
event by many around the world. The postal 
systems in at least 15 countries issued 
stamps either because their citizens were on 
the RMS Titanic during its maiden voyage 
across the Atlantic Ocean in 1912 or just 
wanted to issue stamps that they hoped 
collectors might buy. 

The event I'm writing about is the loss of 
Cunard Line’s RMS Lusitania when it was 
torpedoed by submarine U-20 during the
